His statement follows: 
"The situation in the conven- 


tion as to the vice-presidential 
nomination, as reported by the 
press this morning, would seem to 
call for a more expressive state- 
ment of my attitude. 


CONSIDERS HONOR 


"To have been considered for 


this nomination is a high honor 
and I appreciate the proffers of 
support. 
I have given the ques- 
tion'consideration and thought. I 
could not accept the nomination if 
made" 


Dawes' statement was consid- 


ered here as the final gun brought 
up by administration leaders to 
atop the raid on tbe Curtis sup- 
porters at Chicago. Dawes has 
not been at-the White House for 
Several days, but whether he had 
been in telephonic contact 
with 
tbe president could not be ascer- 
tained.

In some circles it was believed 


that pressure had been brought to 
bear upon him from the White 
House to compel his definite re- 
nunciation aa to his vice-presi- 
dential aspirations. 


The administration realizes that 
it is going to have a fight to pre- 
vent a straight repeal plank in the 
party platform and has no desire 
to alienate the powerful friends of 
Vice President Charlie Curtis, a 
preponderant majority of whom 
are on the dry side.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 15. 


—Congressman 
Mell G. Under- 


wood, of tbe the llth. District, has 
.urged upon Congress, the neces- 
sity of enacting his wheat relief bill 
before adjournment. His bill now 
pending, provides distribution of an 
additional 50,006,000 bushels of the 
surplus wheat held by the Federal 
Farm Board. 


The Underwood Bill provides a 


different method of distribution 
than that heretofore followed. The 
wheat would be released upon ap- 
plication of tbe Governors of tbe 
various 
States, for distribution 


through local charitable and* relief 
organizations of cities, municipali- 
ties, and townships. Congressman 
Underwood proposes to use the 
American Legion, and local relief 
organizations, in addition to the 
Red Cross. The bill provides that 
tbe distributing agencies may ex- 
change the wheat for flour and 
other food products. 


MAKE STATEMENT 


Congressman 
Underwood said 
tbat, "Innocent and suffering men 
women and little children, tfho are 
in on way responsible for existing 
conditions, must not go hungry. 
Our Government has 
repeatedly 


gone to the relief of afflicted peo- 
ple of other nations by donations 
and loans. We bave fed the starv- 
ing people of Germany. Russia, 
Italy. Japan, and other countries. 
Until tbe wheels of industr^ starts, 
it is our duty to assist in caring 
for tbe millions of unfortunate and 
destitute American 
citizens who 


are so urgently in need of the nec- 
essaries of life. "While we would 
all prefer that local relief care for 
tbe situation, yet conditions are so 
sad and deplorable that additional 
Federal helo is absolutely neces- 
sary at this time."
